GOVERNMENT STATISTICS . 

For as long as anyone can remember, 
emment facts and charts have Seen a source 
of generaily accepted Information. To quote 
government figures" was to quote statistical 
gospel. Now, however, some heretical ques- 
tions arc being raised by various bnsUiessmerf 
and economists, 

The general tenor ot their complaint Is 
that glowing government reports on produc- 
tion are inaccurate, unsupported, and- put 
out for "propaganda" purposes. It is claimed 
that aome agencies have drawn the wrong 
conclusions from their own figures, and that 
business has drawn conclusions from other 
government figures with adverse and unhap- 
py resulta. 

One instance cited is the suggestion that 
industry generally could raise wages from 15 
to 25 per cent without raising prices. This 
was made by the commerce department and 
_oM5ejt-War_moblllzatlon and reconversion 
on the basis of "government figures." Since 
then, upward price revisions by other agen- 
cies have tended to contradict this conclu- 
slon. 

Another specific complaint is against the 
OWMR assertion that total output of goods 
and services is up some 44 per cent from the 
prewar level, and that the "gross national 
product" Is $154,000,000,000. 

The first figure has been contrasted with 
the civilian price administration's prelimi- 
nary estimate on March production, which 
showed drops of from 25 to 75 per cent In 
the output of automobiles, trucks, refriger- 
ators, electric ranges, sewing machines and 
laundry eqtUpment below prewar monthly 
averages. The second figure's implication is 
challenged because the figure is based on 
postwar, not prewar, prices. 

These claims and counterclaims may be a 
little complex and confusing. But any shop- 
per knows that all the statistics showing rec- 
ord highs In production, employment and 
80 on, aren't putting goods on the shelves 
The Rverago consumer might be more In- 
clined to agree with the budding columnist 
Harold Ilckea, who has stated flatly, In de- 
Xensa o( OPA, that the law of supply and de- 
mand wont work today because there is no 
arapply, only demand. 

Daring the war the various agencies that' 
aurreyed the increase In the cost of living 
nerer did agree on a common answer. And 
tway. tat all the encouraging figures, the 
tapplj ot man/ urgently needed Items Is ab- 
sent, or short, or ontrageously priced.
